DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 8, filed 1 1/14/2008, with respect to claims 39-43 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 39-43 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 33-43 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches applying a coating to a medical device wherein the coating has a lubricious 
polymer and at least one polymer see US 5693034. The prior art also teaches applying 
coatings formed of a mixture of a lubhcious polymer and at least one polymer which is 
crosslinkable by an oxygen insensitive non cationic mechanism see Ichimura 4564580 
wherein the coatings are applied to printing plates. However, the prior art fails to teach 
that such coatings are applied to medical devices or motivation to modify such prior art 
to use such coatings on medical devices.
